A message from 
the minister

| believe that ACCESS, a special Wintario capital 
grants initiative from the Ministry of Culture and 
Recreation, is one of our provincial government’s 
most important undertakings. 


ACCESS is designed to help make sure that disabled 
people will be able to visit and use public cultural 
and recreational facilities and enjoy them as 
anybody else does. 


If you and your neighbors want to improve such 
local public facilities as the community swimming 
pool or the public library so that disabled people 
might be able to use them more readily, ACCESS 
may be in a position to pay for 75 per cent of those 
changes. 


That shows your government’s commitment. 


You will have to raise the remaining 25 per cent 
locally, and that will show your commitment. 


This applicant’s guide to ACCESS should tell you 
most of what you would want to know to get 
involved in the program.

Wintario grants: 
Some important principles 


All Wintario grants, including ACCESS grants, are 
governed by six important principles: 


Dedication principle 

Wintario funds are dedicated to the support of 
physical fitness, sports, recreational and cultural 
activities and facilities in Ontario. 


Share principle 

Wintario projects are intended to respond to 
community-supported initiatives, as evidenced by 
locally-raised contributions of monies, efforts and 
other resources. 


Non-substitution of tax principle 

Wintario funds are intended to enhance our 
Capacity to promote and encourage cultural and 
recreational objectives and are not intended to 
replace or relieve the responsibility of ongoing 
government programs in this field. 


Non-dependency principle 

Projects funded by Wintario must demonstrate the 
existence of support for any ongoing costs from 
sources other than Wintario. 


Non-profit principle 

Wintario grants are intended for projects of broad 
public good and are thereby excluded from 
situations which might loosely be characterized as 
private gain. 

Accessibility principle 

The benefits of Wintario-supported projects are 
intended to be available to the general public. 


ACCESS: 
What will it support? 


ACCESS is devoted to helping make public facilities 
that are used for cultural and recreational purposes 
more accessible to disabled people. 


The Building Code Act of 1975 sets out access 
requirements for disabled people in such facilities. 


If a qualifying organization wants to provide, in 
facilities constructed after 1975, access features for 
disabled people that exceed the requirements of 
the act, ACCESS will finance 75 per cent of the costs 
of those features as approved by the minister, after 
all federal and provincial grants have been 
deducted from project costs. 


If the facility was built before 1975, the stipulation 
that improvements must exceed the requirements 
of the building code will not apply. 


Examples of features that ACCESS will support 
ePower-assisted or low-pressure doors (the differ- 
ence in cost between them and standard doors) 


e Mechanical lifting devices (elevators, for 
example) 


eExtra washroom facilities for disabled people (the 
differences in cost between facilities that exceed 
the demands of the building code and regular 
facilities) 


eInternal ramps and associated handrails 
eSpecial handrails for blind people 
eBraile signage 


e Modifications to emergency equipment so that 
disabled people might be able to use it (e.g. 
emergency telephones, fire bells, etc.) 


eSpecial sound systems in performance areas for 
people with impaired hearing 

e Features to promote access to public swimming 
pools (such as pool ramps and lifts) 


e Changing room modifications at public swim- 
ming facilities (extra costs) 


Non-slip surfaces at swimming pools (made of 
the non-slip version of the material that already 
comprises the surface) 


Examples of features that 
ACCESS can not support 


e Vehicles 


eRamps or mechanical devices for access to the 
ground floor of new facilities 


e Mechanical, electrical or construction systems 
that modify the entire environment rather than 
provide specific access features 


eExtra building area for the incorporation of 
access features for disabled people 


e Movable floors in swimming pools 


e Features that are not intended primarily to 
increase access for disabled people 


Who is eligible for 
ACCESS funding? 


Any municipality, incorporated non-profit organi- 
zation, school board, library board, Indian band 
council or local service board may submit a 
proposal for a Wintario Capital Grant for access for 
disabled people. 


What qualifies as a local contribution 
to an ACCESS project? 


Funds provided from the municipality and/or cash 
contributions given by individuals, companies, 
public groups and other organizations including 
business, industry, service clubs, private founda- 
tions and charitable groups. Donated land will not 
be considered as an eligible contribution. 


How can I apply for 
ACCESS funding? 


You can get an application form at the Ministry of 
Culture and Recreation field office nearest you. The 
form should be filled out and sent back to the office 
along with supporting documents, working draw- 
ings and a breakdown of cost estimates. 


You must submit your application before you incur 
any capital construction costs on those features that 
you hope ACCESS will help you with. 


Your sketch plans must show any parts of the 
proposed facility improvements that will not be 
used for cultural and recreational purposes (e.g. 
offices, licenced lounges) and your documents 
must show separate cost estimates for these areas. 


You must identify your own funding sources and 
provide written confirmation of the amounts they 
are promising. Your own funds can be taken from 
the municipal tax base, the private sector, ora 
combination of the two. 


Where facility improvements promise to have an 
impact on the operating cost of the applicant 
organization, the ministry will require an operating 
budget with details of how the funds to meet the 
budget will be secured. 


Note: If your ACCESS project forms part of a larger 
capital project for which you will be seeking 
Wintario support, the ACCESS details should be 
included as part of the larger capital application. 


If the ACCESS project forms part of a larger capital 
project for which the applicant will be submitting an 
application under the Community Recreation Cen- 
tre’s Act prior to December 1st, 1981, then details 
regarding the special provisions for disabled persons 
should be involved as part of the CRCA application. 


Wintario capital grants: 
Terms and conditions 


By signing an application form for Wintario Capital 
Grants, including ACCESS grants, you are accepting 
these terms and conditions: 


Public participation 

The Ministry of Culture and Recreation requires 
that any facility funded by Wintario be available to 
the general public during normal operating hours. 
“Public participation” signifies that outside groups 
and/or individuals will be permitted to carry on 
those activities, as participants, for which the 
facilities are intended. 


Acknowledgment of Wintario support 

In order to ensure that the community is aware that 
the facility is open to the general public, your 
facility must indicate clearly that Wintario has 
assisted in its development. The Ministry of Culture 
and Recreation will supply a plaque to identify the 
facility as a Wintario project. These acknowledg- 
ments must be displayed in a location in full public 
view. 


Permission to dispose of assets 

No organization may change the use, relinquish 
control, sell, lease or otherwise dispose of the assets 
in which Wintario funds have been invested 
without prior written consent of the Minister of 
Culture and Recreation. Consent may be subject to 
such terms and conditions, including conditions for 
repayment, as the ministry may require. 


The Ministry of Culture and Recreation will be 
entitled to obtain the repayment of the whole or 
any part of the Wintario grant in the event that the 
recipient organization ceases operating; is wound 
up or dissolved; changes from an incorporated, 
non-profit body to a profit-making corporation; or 
sells, leases or otherwise disposes of the facilities. 


Audit 

Notwithstanding any legislation requiring retention 
of records for longer periods, the Ministry of 
Culture and Recreation requires that all financial 
statements and records relating to the capital 
project be maintained by the applicant organization 
for at least three years. 


Evaluation report 

The Ministry of Culture and Recreation may 
require that a recipient organization report on the 
use, operation and impact of the project on the 
community. 


Proper use of funds 

In the event that the funds are not used for the 
purposes specified in the minister’s letter of 
approval, or in the event that any of the above 
terms and conditions are not complied with, the 
grant must be returned to the Treasurer of Ontario 
and mailed to:

Ontario government purchasing policies 
Preference is given to the purchase of Canadian 
goods and services over those manufactured and 
supplied from abroad. In the evaluation of tenders, 
a price preference of up to 10 per cent is allowed in 
respect of Canadian economic activity and content. 
If you are not able to comply with this policy, the 
ministry must be advised. Failure to comply could 
lead to a reduction in ministry assistance.
